This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct 
species: 

first species of flow path wherein the flow is downward through both the radiator 
and the CAC and the ambient air encounters the lower portion of the CAC first (as 
claimed in claim 26 and illustrated schematically in Figure 2) and 

second species of flow path wherein the flow is downward through the radiator 
and upward through the CAC and the ambient air encounters the upper CAC first (as 
claimed in claim 35 and not illustrated in the drawing figures). 

The species are independent or distinct because they are mutually exclusive and 
have very different performances as illustrated in applicant's Rule 132 declaration and it 
is a burden on the examiner to search out the disparate features in the limited time 
allotted for examination. 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is 
finally held to be allowable. Currently, no claims are generic.
